There has not been too 
much of either here of late. And 
certainly there has been less and 
less of both emotions in the 
halis of the U.N. 


There seems to be a belief that 
Kennedy and the men he has 
named to major posts know how 
to get things done and have a 
will to that end. The feeling here 
at the U.N., where a genuine 
welcome has been given the dis- 
tinguished citizen from Illinois, 
is that the United States has an 
ambassador here who under- 
stands the essences and who can 
deal in ideas rather than slogans 
or pronouncements. This may not 
be quite fair to his predeces- 
sors, but that is the feeling. 


Low Prestige 


There is no disguising the fact 
that United States’ prestige is low 
in the U.N. There is, wholly aside 
from the Russian attack on the 
secretary-general as a tool of the 
Western nations, an _  unwilling- 
ness to accept United States’ sug- 
gestions and leadership. Whether 
Mr. Stevenson can eliminate or 
reverse this is another of those 
things which are on the lap of the 
gods. But the point is, Mr. Ste- 
venson has a chance. He is heir to 
the present faith and belief in the 
Kennedy administration. 


A good start has been made in 
the international field. Mr. Ste- 
venson and Mr. Bowles, the lat- 
ter a deputy undersecretary of 
state, managed to say to a Sen- 
ate committee that Red China 
will almost certainly be voted 
into the U.N. within the year. 
Members of the committee looked 
grim, but they accepted the state- 
ment without exploding. 


The hearing on Mr. Bowles’ 
nomination was a very sensible 
and educational experience, re- 
vealing what might be called a 
new sophistication in the Senate. 
Mr. Bowles could, for example, 
say that our policies in the 
East should be explored in a 
broad sense and not in the nar- 
row one of tying our future en- 
tirely to Chiang Kai-shek as a 
man. The questioning of Mr. 
Bowles was skillfully directed by 
sens. Fulbright and Sparkman, 
but, even so, none of the hostile 
opposition emitted any smoke or 
fire. This could not have hap- 
pened even a year ago. 


The United Nations outlook is. 
frankly, discouraging. No one 
feels too much assurance about 
the future of it, but this is per- 
haps too depressed a view. It is 
one which has grown out of the 
general frustration of its pur- 
poses and Soviet demands for a 
reshaping of it more nearly to 
their desires. 


Fifty Posts 

The Soviets are pushing hard to 
have more @& their nationals 
named to U.N. posts. They have 
asked to be able to fill 50 key 
posts, and this is likely and not 
without some logic. It is inevita- 
ble that the United States should 
have more persons employed in 
the large staff for the reason the 
U.N. is located in this country. 
The Soviets have filled only 44 
posts with their people, and the 
United States has 361. This is 
explained in substantial measure 
by Russia’s refusal to follow the 
rules in submitting personnel spe- 
cialists for appointment, Recruit- 
ment for the U.N. is based on 
merit and not on geography. 


There also is growing pressure 
from Asian and African coun- 
tries to have more of their na- 
tionals in U.N. posts. The United 
States’ argument that efficiency 
should be the primary test is a 
sound one, but, it has less and 
less weight with those countries 
which want the jobs given on a 
basis of national interests and po- 
litical ideologies. This also is 
__ contrary to the attempt of the 
founders as written in the char- 
ter. But it is one of the reasons 
why many persons are despon- 
dent about the future of the U.N.

Grasp of Essentials 


Committee approval has now put Gov. 
Vandiver’s open-school bills on the road 
to passage in the legislature. To their 
credit the legislators of Georgia grasp 
the fact that if this package is not the 
best solution desirable, it is the best one 
available. 


Nothing makes this clearer than the 
few statements of opposition to the Van- 
diver plan. State Democratic Chairman 
James Gray says he would prefer private 
schools; but neither he nor any thinker 
anywhere in the South has thought up a 
private school system that could supplant 
the public schools. A system based solely 
on private schools could only benefit the 
rich man’s family and penalize the poor 
man’s sons. 


Roy Harris says he wants to stand 
passive and pat until the federal courts 
have their way with our schools. As At- 
torney General Eugene Cook and others 
have warned, however,~this would lay 
upon the stand-patter “the responsibility 
for massive, wholesale integration of our 
public schools.” What the courts will do 
has been seen. By waiting for them to do 
it, the state would surrender its present 
right to enact safeguards to control de- 
segregation. 


Marvin Griffin, as best we can make 
out, doesn’t oppose the Vandiver plan, 
though he does seem to regret that the 
state is bringing it about “without firing 
a shot.” That, we submit, is one of the 
purposes of the plan. 


We are glad to see the legislative 
momentum gather behind the open- 
school plan, which is a fine and far-reach- 
ing stride toward demonstrating that 
Georgia, in Gov. Vandiver’s words, “is 
acting positively to protect her children 
and protect her good name.”

For an Auto Title Law 


“A proposed bill to provide an ade- 
quate auto title law has skidded from a 
committee to a sub-committee. 


- That is frequently the way to keep a 
measure from coming up for a vote on the 
floor. 


If Georgians want the removal of the 
stigma this state bears as a dumping 
ground for stolen cars, now is the time 
to let their views be known where they 
count. 


Also, if they want to be sure of hav- 
ing as clear a title to their vehicles as 
they do to their homes, now is the time 
to stand up and be counted. 


Surely the sentiments of the people 
who favor an adequate auto title law 
should prevail over the efforts of private 
interests whose traditional argument in- 
volves a little additional paper work that 
passage of such a measure would bring.

Fulton County voters outside of At- 
lanta go to the polls today to decide the 
fate of a $3,300,000 bond issue for schools. 
They will be deciding much more than 
that, however. Actually they will be 
voting on whether to provide classroom 
facilities for the children clamoring in 
increasing numbers for admission to 
schools. 


Enrollment in the Fulton school sys- 
tem is increasing at a rate of approxi- 
mately 1,300 students per year. This 
means a minimum of 45 new classrooms 
needed every year to house them. The 
number in school is expected to increase 
by 49 per cent during the decade we are 
just entering. 

Fulton anticipates additional state aid 
in the amount of $2,400,000 in its build- 
ing program. With this help and with the

Businessmen Uphold

Georgia’s business leaders are show- 
ing an increasing awareness that the 
state’s school problem must be settled as 
quickly as possible and that public edu- 
cation must be uninterrupted. Their con- 
cern, though belated, relates to the con- 
tinued economic progress of the state, 


The resolution signed by over 1,000 of 
the state’s top businessmen and forward- 
ed to the governor reflects their genuine 
concern. These gentlemen know—in fact, 
they already are seeing—the effects of the 
uncertainties about the. schools. Fewer 
industries located in the state last year 
and industrial scouts find the going 
tougher. 


Malcolm Bryan, president of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of Atlanta, issued an- 
other warning in a speech to the Rotary 
Club here Monday. “If the government of 
our states are so ill-advised and so obliv- 
ious to reality as to fail in their responsi- 
bilities to maintain law and order,” he 
declared, “the investment of that capital 
or the location of that plant with us is 
dangerous... .” 


And Mr. Bryan added bluntly, “A 
failure in the South to maintain law and 
order can cost bitterly in the job oppor- 
tunities and the wealth that we so much 
need to increase if our citizens are to be 
well served. ... If we behave like a 
banana republic, we shall get and de- 
serve the economic rewards characteristic 
of a banana republic.” 


The business community has as much 
or more to lose than any other group. It’s 
time for its leadership to recognize facts 
and assert itself accordingly.

He seemed at first an unlikely man to head an unlikely mission. 
He was a conservative financier-lawyer from the city. He presumed 
to barnsterm inte country gymnasium and small town courthouse 
with a committee of men bent on the nebulous assignment of hear- 
ing the voice of the people on the schoo! desegregation prospect. 


Yet these hearings, remarkable in Georgia history, broke a freeze 
of fear and silence. The commission produced a report that formed 
the basis of the new laws now recommended. But its great act was 
the opening of a steamcock in the boiler of emotion. And the charac- 
ter of the unlikely chairman, John Sibley, was the force that drove 
the relieving valve into the pressure chamber. 

He sat like a firm, sympathetic father and invited all to bring 
him their troubles. They testified, denounced, protested, confessed, 
and to all of the troubled ones the courtly elder with the plain face 
gave respect; to the angry ones he gave humor. Always, though, he 


seemed to understand. 


For he was of the South, and a conservative, and a conservative 
proud to be Southern. Some might try to call him a Bourbon. He 
was less pretentious than that. But he did understand. He declined 
to believe adherents to a legitimate past were unworthy illegitimates 
because the future had suddenly changed. He traced that future, 
with gentle reason and not rancor. He took men as they were and 
not as he wanted them to be. He did not go out to deal with perfec- 
tion; he went out to deal with life. 

And the people who came to testify under his benign eye sensed 
this. The people of Georgia sensed it. The pressure dropped like a 
hot wind sighing and the climate cooled to reason. This week we 
see the result. But no eyes are on John Sibley.

GOP Maps Plans 
To Win Elections 


WASHINGTON—Plaintive voices now under- 
standably ask, as though from the darkness of 
a deep well: ‘What are the Republicans doing?” 


The answer is that they are not idle. They are neither shattered in 
morale nor short on constructive planning for other election wars 
to follow the one they have so recently lost. 


The onset of the new Demo- 
cratic administration of Presi- 
dent Kennedy has not left the 
Republicans filled with stale bit- 
terness or with the sole, sterile 
purpose of opposing anything and 
everything the Democratic win- 
ners may now do, just for opposi- 
tion’s sake. 

The leadership of the GOP has 
quietly passed from private citi- 
zen Dwight Eisenhower to pri- 
vate citizen Richard Nixon and 
public citizen Thruston Morton. 
And the truth is that public citi- 
zen Morton—who is a Republican 
senator from Kentucky and chair- 
man of the Republican National 
Committee —has an affirmative 
plan with which he hopes to put 
the party on the comeback trail. 

Morton’s policy—and it is also 
former Vice President Nixon’s 
policy—is to accentuate the posi- 
tive. With Nixon's approval, 
Chairman Morton is setting out to 
reform not the Republican Party 
itself but rather the Republican 
Party’s vote-getting techniques. 

He is giving the party faithful 
an accurate summary of last No- 
vember’s election. He is saying 
to them that though they were 
undeniably if narrowly licked in 
the presidential race they have 
no reason to despair. He is poini- 
ing out that Mr. Kennedy de- 
feated Mr. Nixon—but not neces- 
sarily the record of the Eisenhow- 
er administration. He is stress- 
ing that at the grass roots the 
Republicans actually made signif- 
icant strides. 

All this, Morton rightly argues, 


does not mean that the GOP lies 
dead. Nor do the presidential re- 
sults of last November prove 
that the party was not “tough” 
enough and all that. What those 
results do mean, he is telling 
the organization Republicans, is 
that the party has a great deal 
of work to do in these areas: 


1. The GOP must find a way 
to enter “the practicalities of big- 
city politics’ —or, in  blunter 
words, it must learn how to cut 
into the vast big-city vote given 
to Kennedy. 

2. The GOP must develop a 
“security program’ for vote- 
counting on election day. This, 
in ordinary language, means Mor- 
ton thinks the Republicans were 
out-counted last November in too 
many places. This is a debatable 
proposition. For, speaking gener- 
ally, wherever the Democratic 
city slickers may give the Re- 


publicans a fast count, the rural ° 


Republicans around the courthouse 
square will be giving the Demo- 
crats a similarly fast count. 

3. The GOP must get busy in 
registering its people and then 
in persuading them to go out to 
vote. 

There is nothing breathlessly 
new and terribly dramatic in his 
program; but there is a great 
deal of sense in it. For melo- 
drama in politics is for the the- 
ater—or for the birds. The prob- 
lem is just to put one vote after 
another; and that is what the new 
Nixon-Morton leadership calmly 
proposes to try to do.

He Neither Retreated 
Nor Acted Too Late 


Gov. Ernest Vandiver faced the people of Georgia Wednesday 
night and told us that, at long last, the moment of truth is here for 
public education. That truth, the governor said, is that we can no 
longer blindly resist federal integration decrees without risking the 
federal courts taking over state and local prerogatives by the in- 


junctive process. 

But, he said, the state must 
preserve its public education sys- 
tem—segregated if possible but 
open for all children. That we 
cannot do with laws which al- 
ready have been held improper 
by the federal judiciary. 

As alternatives the governor 
said he will propose several items 
of legislation to put the state in 
a new posture of defense. Bas- 
ically they would provide that 
control of the fate of public 
schools is returned to the local 
community. where it belongs and 
where individual decisions can be 
made. If some counties or sys- 


‘tems decide to accept some -de- 
gree of integration they can do 


so. If others desire to close their 
own public schools in favor of 
private institutions they may do 
so. Tuition grants will be made 
available for pupils where public 
schools are closed. No child will 
be compelled to go to an inte- 
grated school. 


It is highly likely that in most 
Georgia communities voluntary 
segregation in the mutual interest 
of both races will continue. Place- 
ment authority, properly exercised, 
would control integration in others. 

The main point is that freedom 
of choice will be restored to the 
communities, We will not be tied 
irrevocably to the course of events 
in a single school. 

Many will consider that the gov- 
ernor’s recommendations of Wed- 
nesday night have been too long 
delayed. But have they really? 
We, at least, have come this far 
without’ integration in the common 
schools. and without their inter- 
ruption. 

Many will consider the gover- 
nor’s stand a retreat. But, it’s 
only a common-sense appraisal of 
the situation as it exists. In the 
showdown the only consideration 
was that ‘“‘interests of the chil- 
dren of Georgia be held para- 
mount.”

But Freezing in Orange Grove 


Cold came through two coats and against the wind you went up Forsyth 
Street, past Luckie, and on through an alley short-cut to Peachtree. Bulbs 
blazed and tried to light the night but Atlanta was dark and damp, large and 
lonely, and persons pounded the pav 
warmth against the winter. As the wind turned tears to 


ement double time and ducked into cafes and cafeterias seeking 
ice and froze my face I kept thinking of the 


signs I had seen in the windows of airline agenciés. There was joy in Jamaica and beauty in Ber- 
muda. Spice of Spain danced and made the blood run warm but nothing stayed in the mind’s eye 


more than the flashes of Florida. 

Hand-in-hand gorgeous girls 
ran over hot, white sand toward 
blue water. A sun shone on their 
firm, brown bodies. Warm and 
wonderful was Florida. I want- 
ed to be away and winging. 

Then I thought: This is ho- 
kum; the coldest night I ever 
spent in my life was in Florida. 
In central Florida, right in the 
very heart of the citrus belt. 

As - broke college- boys we 
would do most anything to make 
a buck except work. That we 
would not work was evidenced 
by the fact that during the time 
of a Florida freeze electricity in 
a rented apartment was cut off 
for lack of payment, gas for the 
same reason, and we were but 
a week away from being in the 
street because no one could 
think of a way to come up with 
the rent money. 

I do not eat oranges, tan- 
gerines, or grapefruit to this 
day because along on that lean 
streak we had nothing else. Cit- 


rus was free; you just picked it 
off the trees. At dark we would 
eat can soup, throw down a few 
oranges, and then the four of 
us would pile all our clothes and 
overcoats on two beds as cover. 


It was on such a freezing 
night that a knock came at our 
door. We could make six dol- 
lars each, another student was 
saying, by firing an orange 
grove. All we had to do was to 
stand around and pile wood and 
rubber tires on fires which were 
supposed to keep the crops from 
freezing. 

Six bucks was six bucks and, 
anyway, there would be a fire 
which was more than we had in 
the apartment. We took the 
clothes off the beds, put them 
on, and went to fire the groves. 


I've seen it 10 degrees below 
in the mountains, and right now 
it is plenty cold along Forsyth 
in Atlanta, but when it is 15 in 
Lakeland, Fla., it is colder than 


any place on this earth. Wind 
whipped down the rows of 
orange trees and cold came 
off the lakes. We walked into 
the grove, saw the setup, and 
almost as one we said, “I quit.”’ 
Ten dollars instead of six, said 
the groveman and handed us 
axes to chop wood. I chopped 
and chopped and yet I was 
freezing. ‘‘Sure enough I’m quit- 
ting.”’ Fifteen, said the orange 
grove owner, yelling to put more 
tires on the fires. The smell of 
this burning rubber ran you 
from the flames. ‘‘Keep it roar- 
ing hot,’’ yelled the man, now 
frantic about the freeze, “‘every- 
thing I've got is on those trees.”’ 


We saved the crop, or most of 
it, and made enough money to 
keep the apartment and get gas 


and electricity back on. But 
Fiorida for me in the winter is 
not beaches, hot sand, pretty 
girls. It is freezing in an orange 
grove.

Each Sunday as I look out over a congregation of 3,000 people I try to imagine 
wee the variety and volume of good intentions in so many people. The fact that 

many mean well is beyond dispute. Charged by the inspiration of a group impetus, many go out de- 


termined to turn their individual worlds right side up. Then the old devil of consequences comes into 
the picture or the routine of last week's monotony reappears and the world remains wrong side 


up. 
Next Sunday the same old 
thing but with a bit of added 
guilt for not carrying out the 
previous Sunday’s resolves. 
Then week after week, year aft- 
er year, it becomes a nice hab- 
it but without any real signifi- 
cance for millions. Little won- 
der someone wrote, “The road 
to hell is paved with good in- 
tentions.”’ So it is. For hell can 
be both in time and in eternity. 
In time it is that lost motion 
and indirection that drives life 
to no destiny: while demanding 
no decent motive for living. 
Hell is the absence of love and 
truth in one’s life. And at the 
end of time, hell is the destiny 


‘of all those who refuse to live 


like heaven in time. 

But back to the business of 
intentions. Maybe one of the 
reasons for failing in high re- 
solves is not acting on the im- 
pulse of the moment.

In a Dade 
County, Fla., case, the Court of 
Appeals found administration of 
the law confusing and said the 
Pupil Assignment Law had not of 
itself ‘‘met the requirements of a 
plan of desegregation or consti- 
tuted a ‘reasonable start’ toward 
full compliance.” 


Local option—is the plan for 
allowing a local community or 
school district decide whether to 
desegregate or close its schools. 


The Norfolk case made it clear 
that as long as the state con- 
tributes to education, no school in 
the state can be closed to avoid 
desegregation if others are oper- 
ating.

In the light of these rulings, 
there may be some question about 
the legality of local option.

“It merely forbids discrimina- 
tion. It does not forbid such seg- 
regation as occurs as the result of 
voluntary action. It merely for- 
bids the use of governmental pow- 
er to enforce segregation,” it 
added. 


Nearly identical wording was 
used by federal courts in Virginia 
and Texas in 1957.

A House subcommittee, citing 
overcrowded conditions and a long 
waiting list at Gracewood School 
for Mental Defectives, called 
Monday for a $460,000 increase 
in the institution's budget. 


Gov. Ernest Vandiver has pro- | 
posed a budget boost of only $125,- 
000 for Gracewood in the next 
fiscal year. 


The State Institutions and Prop- 
erty Committee’s subcommittee 
on eleemosynary institutions 
recommended an “immediate ap- 
propriation” to increase the per 
patient per day expenditure to 
at least $5. The figure now is $4.35. 


1,700 PATIENTS 


Ernest Davis, director of the 
State Health department’s divi- 
sion of finance, said an increase 
to $5 would mean boosting the 
budget from $2,460,000 to $2,920,- 
000. Davis pointed out this is 
based on the institution’s current 
patient load of 1,700, and the load 
is expected to be increased by 
at least 300 within the next two 
years, 


Mental health leaders also have 
been pressing for legislative ac- 
tion to increase the Milledgeville 
State Hospital budget by at least 
$3 million in order to provide a 
per-patient, per-day cost of $3.50. 
12-HOUR DAYS 

Gov, Vandiver has included an 
increase of a million dollars in 
the hospital's budget for next 
year, 


The House subcommittee re- 
ported that.some Gracewood em- 
ployes are now working 12 hours 
per day, six days a week, for a 
$200-a-month salary. It recom- 
mended the work week be reduced 
to six, eight-hour days. 


“This committee does not be- 
lieve that it is humanly possible 
to secure and keep the proper 
personnel under these conditions,”’ 
the legislators reported. 


CLINIC SOUGHT 


An out-patient clinic should be 
built at Gracewood as soon as 
funds can be made available, the 
committee said. 


The group also urged that ‘an 
interim study committee be cre- 
ated to work with the Health de- 
partment and Gracewood authori- 
ties “‘to study the feasibility of 
acquiring property located in the 
vicinity of a medical center for 
the purpose of creating an ad- 
ditional facility’’ for the mentally 
retarded. 


Dr. Norman B. Pursley, super- 
intendent of Gracewood, has 
strongly urged in the past that 
plans be made for building an- 
other facility in the Atlanta area. 


The committee emphasized that 
Gracewood is now overloaded 
with 1,700 patients and has a wait- 
ing list of 900 children.

Lovett. “I own some farm lands 
myself and I know if a man is 
making any money farming nowa- 
days it’s a miracle.” 


Rep. Maddox J. Hale of Dade, 
a member of the, study commit- 
tee, emphasized its optional pro- 
visions. He said counties would 
have five years in which to pay 
back funds borrowed from the 
State Revenue Department to em- 
ploy personnel for the property 
study. 


Hale said 15 or 20 Georgia coun- 
ties already have property re- 
evaluation programs under way. 


KEY BILL PASSED 

After passing the key bill in the 
reevaluation package, the House 
proceeded to approve a group of 
enabling acts. 


One of the measures would 
amend the current law so that tax 
assessors could assume other pub- 
lic offices at the expiration of 
their terms. The law now forbids 
their holding office for one full 
year following the expiration. 
The vote was 108-6. 


Another bill in the Bolton plan 
straightens out the law allowing 
municipal tax assessors to find 
taxable property. It passed, 118-0. 


MEASURE FAILS 


However, one measure failed 
temporarily. It would have re- 
quired a certification from the 
od official that the property had 
been registered before a deed 
could have been entered on the 
property books. 

Bolton served notice he would 
ask for reconsideration later after 
the measure fell short of passage, 
97-39.

ready striking force and a sub- 
marine hunter-killer pack. 


It was the second accident in a 
year for the “Big S.” It collided 
with a German freighter off the 
Virginia Capes last May. 


The Navy said the fire, caused 
by a ruptured oil pipeline, was 
“serious” and “burned for about 
two hours.” 


“The dense smoke generated by 
fire caused the death by asphyxi- 
ation of four officers and three 
enlisted personnel and serious in- 
juries to another officer. 


“After the fire was brought un- 
der control, the Saratoga proceed- 
ed under her own power to her 
scheduled anchorage in Athens 
with only slight delay.”’ 


It appeared to onlookers ashore 
that the Saratoga remained sea- 
worthy and battle-ready. 


The brief formal announcement 
did not specify the exact location 
of the fire, saying merely that it 
occurred “during early morning 
hours of Jan. 23 while proceeding 
through the Aegian Sea to Ath- 
ens.” 

The blaze aboard the Constel- 
lation also was caused by burning 
fuel. 

The Constellation, its interior 
jammed with construction cat- 
walks and rigging, burned for 12 
hours.

All movies have to be brought to 
the police department for inspec- 
tion in Chicago before the neces- 
sary permit is issued. 


The film corporation, a New 
York company that handles for- 
eign film applied for a permit for 
a movie known as “Don Juan.”’ 
But it declined to produce the film 
for inspection, and the permit 
was denied. 


LOGIC QUESTIONED 

Justice Clark framed the ques- 
tion before the court as “whether 
the ambit of constitutional pro- 
tection includes complete and ab- 
solute freedom to exhibit, at least 
once, any and every kind of mo- 
tion picture.” 

Justice Clark emphasized that 
the court was dealing only with a

PHILADELPHIA (#—The Phila- 
delphia Eagles, champions of the 
National Football League, didn't 
go far Monday to pick a new head 
football coach—tapping assistant 
Nick Skorich for the job vacated 
by the veteran Buck Shaw. 


Skorich, who is 39, was line 
coach under Shaw for the past 
two seasons. Before that he 
helped coach the NFL’s Pitts- 
burgh Steelers, from 1954-57, and 
in 1958 was with the Green Bay 
Packers. 


Skorich, as long predicted, got 
the post the Eagles refused to 
give to Norm Van Brocklin, the 
star quarterback who almost sin- 
gle handedly passed Philadelphia 
to its NFL title. The Eagle bosses 
apparently felt Van Brocklin 
lacked pro coaching experience, a 
commodity Skorich has plenty of. 


Van Brocklin angrily accused 
Philadelphia management of re- 
neging on a promise that he’s 
to succeed Shaw when the white- 
haired Californian decided to 
quit. 


Last week Van Brocklin was 
named head coach of the new 
Minnesota Vikings in the NFL. 


The Eagles gave Skorich a 
three-year contract, reportedly 
worth about $25,000 annually. He’s 
the 11th Philadelphia coach since 
the club was founded in 1933 by 
the late Bert Bell, first NFL com- 
missioner. 


Skorich, even before his ap- 
pointment was announced, admit- 
ted the Eagles would have no easy 
task retaining the championship 
this year. Van Brocklin’s loss will 
be deeply felt.

House Votes 
‘Pep Pill Ban 
By 112 to 0 


A bill modeled after the federal 
| Pure Food and Drug Act of 1957 
| cleared the Georgia House by a 
'vote of 112-0 Monday and is ex- 
pected to face little opposition in 
the Senate. 


| It would outlaw the marketing 
| of impure drugs and cosmetics in 
| Georgia—including “pep pills’’— 
and would make violators answer- 
able to the State Board of Phar- 
macy. A violator would be 
charged with a misdemeanor.
